We have found that racial discrimination is a subtle thing，

case against the San Francisco Civil Servilce Comimission. 

But bias in employment against thc Chinese and other 
minority groups exists today. We will cite only tWo cases， 
One concerns MIirs. Ming Moy and her fight against the UnL- 
ted States Air Force at McClellan Base. NITS. NIoy won 
her case but she has still not been promoted. She was barred 
from a Supervisory job solely because she SPoke English 
with an accent. The other case concerns a Francis Ching， 
abotanist who works fofrthe city and country of Los An- 
seles and who had to go to court to win his job as director 
of thebDotanlical garden: fc 


We would be the first to admit that things are better thamn 
what they used to be. We have advanceda couple of 
rungs in the ticld of employment. Prior to the Civil Rights 
Act of 1964 we were next to the ljow man on the totem 
pole.

PALLBEARERS CARRYING STALIN'S BODY IN 1953 


WAR BETWEEN RUSSIA AND CHINA. By Harrison E. Salijsbury, W. W. 


Norton & Company, Inc.,New York, 1969; 224 pp.; $4.95.

It is rare that the mere title of a 
book makes chills run up and down 
the spine， The Possibijlity of the 
Superpowers，Russia and China en- 
gaging one another in a fuli-scale 
war elicits such areaction. Harrison 
Salisbury，the assistant managing 
editor of the Nezw YoxzR Taes and 
author of many books on Russia 
and Asia, makes a tenable case for 
taking that possibility seriously， 

Perhaps there are some in this 
country who，in their demented 
chauvinism，would welcome the 
clashing of the two Communist 
生 ants asaboontothepower of the 
U.S. Mr. Salisbury takes a more 
realistic View and writes in hils 
“Foreword” that a war between 
them would become anuclear con- 
他 ontation, and 过 we escaped direct 
involvement，which is doubtful, we 
couldnot escape the fallout. 

了 az Betzueem 尽 US5S1Q QQ CHPz2Q 
clearly demonstrates the hlstory 
and the continuity of the ani- 
mosity between Russia and China 
们 om thetime of their first contacts 
to the present day. No reader of 
this short, hard-hitting work could 
doubt for a minute the seriousness 
of the conflict-and the difficulties 
obstructing its settlement. 

The first part of the book con- 
centrates on the key geographical 
areas if a conflict were to break 
out, Salisbury feels the Important 
buffer state of Mongolia is themost 
strategic area. Mongolia，called by 
Salisbury in his first chapter the 
Hinge of the Earth,， has been a 
protectorate of Russia since 1911， 
when it was declared independent 
of China， 

Salisbury asserts it is in “Mon- 
golia that the Russian-Chinese con- 
flict first became visible and that it 
is here in Mongolia that the Rus- 
sian-Chinese conflict has advanced 
farthest in preparation.”The So- 
Viets，according to Salisbury，take 
the position instituted by theJapa- 
nese in their Tanaka Memorial Poli- 
cy of 1927, that before conquering 
China, one must conquer Mongolia 
and Manchuria，and before con- 
quering the world，one must con- 
quer China. 

The Chinese fear any Soviet 
thrust eastward and southward will 
inevitably be made from Mongolia， 
and the Russians and the Mongols 
expect the Chinese will make an 
effort to neutralize Mongolia at 3 
minimum and bring her to China's 
side 让 possible. 


A large section of the book is 
concerned with the seeds of the 
current bad feeling between Peking 
and Moscow. Of particular interest 
is the poor treatment of Mao Tse- 
tung by Stalin in ahistoric meeting 
in Russia. According to Nikita 
Khrushchev， Stalin treated Mao 
like a supplicant and the meeting 
dragged on from mid-December 
1949 to February 14, 1950, when 
the Treaty of Alliance was signed. 
Never in Soviet history had there 
been so protracted a diplomatic 
negotiation，and Mao returned to 
Peking before the document was 
signed, a very angry man.

Kim 
JI] Sung，the ruler of North 玉 orea， 
was 3a Moscow puppet，and there 
was nothing Stalin would have like 
better than the U.S. and Red China 
embroiled in a land war. Truman 
reacted to what he thought was 3 
Chinese threat，but Red China was 
too young and too weak to con- 
template such a move against the 
U.S. 

A weak China was the corner- 
stone of Soviet policy in the years 
before and after the Second World 
War，and Stalin?s benevolent atti- 
tude toward Chiang 术 al-shek 1s ex- 
Plained by Salisbury as the favoring 
of the weaker over the stronger. 
Chiang was Supplied with arms by 
Stalin in his 所 ght against Mao, and 
Stalipn waited until thelast possible 
Imorment before recognizing Mao as 
theruler of China. 

One section of the book deals 
with China's population Problems 
and postulates that China has been 
underestimating her Population to 
the world, China claims vast areas 
in Russia and the day will come 
when she will desperately need 
those areas for her expanding pop- 
ulation，which is approaching one 
billion People.

Tea Plants were found in Taiwan by Chinese 
settlers of the 17th century.， Apparently these had not 
been tsed by the aborigines，although they had been 
on the island for centuries. A 1723 account Says 
tribesmen dared not drink tea because of its“cooling 
effects.” Chinese Pickers were permitted to enter 
aborigine districts and collect leaves. Seeds were 
brousght from the mainland for _ cultivation._ Shipment 
Of crude tea to Amoy and Foochow started in the 
Second quarter of the 19th century. 


Taiwan tea exports were begun in 186$ by an 
English merchant named John Dodd. He also in- 
troduced young Plants from the mainland，Provided 
Taiwan tea-growers with capital and， in 1868，set up 
the island's first tea factory at Wanhua near the Iamsui 
River in Taipei's old southwest district， IThe island's 
tea industry was started in thes north and gradually 
Spread South but never got much beyond Taichung in 
central Iaiwan， 

When the Japanese took over Taiwan as 3a Spoil 
of the 1894-95 war, the island was producing 10,200 
tons (nearly 12.3 million pounds) of crude tea from 
23;,000 hectares (62,500 acres)，TIhe peak was reach- 
ed in 1917 with 17,165 tons from 45,1535$ hectares 
for an average of 398 kilograms Per hectare._ The 
outbreak of the Pacifc War in 1941 closed out most 
Taiwan export markets. Concentration on food pro- 
duction Usurped land and manpower Tesources， Most 
tea Plantations were neglected or converted to other 
cropSs.、 By V-J Day Plantations had shrunk to 34,000 
hectares. 了 Picking was carried out on only 23,000 


hectares (70 per cent)， Annual crude tea production . 


had dropped to 1,400 tons， 了 上 xports were a piddling 
28 tons in 1946， the first year after the war， 


Planted area had been boosted to 47;638 hectares 
by 1956 but output was only 13,420 tons for Per 
hectare production of 282 kilograms， Since then，Unilt 
Production has been calculatcd on the basis of output 
for the harvested area instead of the Planted area. 
Sharp increases have been recorded,, as follows:

Taiwan exported more than 21 metric tons of tea 
worth more than US$12.5 million in 1969. Earnings 
were US$7.6 million in the first six months of 1970， 
more than in.all of 1960. 


Oolong was once Synonymous with Taiwan tea. 
Then came paochung and after that black. The order 
has been TIeverscd and green tea js noOw on top， Iai- 
wan green took over top Position in world sales in 
1967 as a result of declining Japanese and Chinese 
Communist exports. Japan ls consuming more green 
tea at home and has little left'for export，TIhe quality 
of Chinese mainland green tea has been deteriorating. 


A good cup of oolong shows the bright gold of 
amber and smells like a ripe pear or apple，depending 
on the Plants. There is a Pleasing after-taste. 了 Pro- 
cessed leaves resemble fower petals of red，yellow 


and white， Oolong was the only tea produced in Tai- 
wan Up to 1881. TIhe semizfermentation method was 
originated in Fukien but improved in Taiwan，Produc- 
tion stood at a record 9,208 tons in 1911. 


Paochung also requires partial fermentation. The 
method was brought to Taiwan from Fukien in 1881. 
Jn the cup,，paochung varies from bright orange yellow 
to reddish yellow. Firing of leaves makes the differ- 
ence， tronger firing results in stronger color and 
favor. Flowers are added to increase fragrance and 
Strength. 


Production of black tea in Taiwan was started 
by the Japanese in 1903. Methods used in India and 
Ceylon were adopted， Because of the limited market， 
mass production did not start until after 1931. Varieties 
from Assam and Burma were introduced in the late 
1920s and planted at Yuchih near Sun Moon Lake 
in central Taiwan. A black tea experimentation sta- 
tion was established there， The prewar black tea out- 
Put record of 6,230 tons was registered in 1940. 


Green tea Production started in 1904 under spe- 
cialists from the Chinese mainland. Average annual 
output was 26,323 kilograms in the 1911-1930 period 
but dropped to 16,334 kilograims in the 1931-1944 
Period，The year 1943 saw the prewar peak of 98,766 
kilograms.， A sharp upward trend started Soon after 
the war as new Imarkets in Africa opened up. 

The government has been encouraging Taiwan 
grOwers to replace old plants. Processing facilities re- 
quire Imodernjzation and export operations need 
Strengthening. Under the 1969-72 Fifth Four-Year 
Economic Development Plan，Pplanted area will be 
Teduced about 4,900 hectares but stepped-up picking 
operations are expected to boost per hectare output 
to 1,010 kilograms. Output goal for 1972 is set at 
30,900 metric tons，uUP 22.7 per cent from 1968. 


下 Xpected to contribute importantly is the new 60- 
acre tea Processing zone at Kueishan just south of 
Taipei， Operating there are 44 Processing Plants，in- 
cluding 11 Processors that moved out of Taipei，4 
Processing Plants from other Places，21 Taipei tea 
deajlers who wanted factories of their own and 8 com- 
panies imaking Packaging and Processing machines. 
Cost of the zone was US$2.5 million. With the price 
of urban land skyrocketing，owners of city Plants pro- 
fted by moving and selling their old quarters， 


Concentration of factories iD a single place is 
facilitating cooperation and modernization. The ex- 
ample of Kueishan is expected to infuence the 300 
other Taiwan tea Processors and spark a new bloom- 
ing of an industry that once was noted for sending the 
“champagne of teas”to the four corners of a tea-
